Chihuahua City, Mex., Oct. 23.— 
Francisco Villa and his band 
again 
have been on the warpath and have 
left a trail of death, destruction and 
desolation in their wake. With the 
departure of General Francisco Mur- 
guia, the northeastern 
zone 
com­ 
mander, for Mexico City, 
Villa 
re­ 
sumed his guerella warfare on the 
towns and small settlements in Chi­ 
huahua state. Making a feint on Chi­ 
huahua City to 
draw 
in 
federal 
troops from outlying garrisons he 
then dashed at Parral, was driven off 
and attacked Jimenes junction. 
He held Jimenez for 12 hours dur­ 
ing which his men looted stores, kill­ 
ed soldiers and 
civilians, 
poisdned 
one family and hanged another in­ 
cluding an eight year old girl. Driven 
out by General Joaquin Amaro, the 
Durango Indian, with 
his 
cavalry, 
Villa attacked Jimenez the second 
time. Before he could re-enter the 
plaza General Murguia arrived from 
the south with reinforcements and 
drove Villa into the hills. 
One of Villa’s typical tricks was 
executed against a federal force gar­ 
risoning Parral. The garrison com­ 
mander received a letter written on 
official government stationery and 
signed with the name of General 
Pedro Favela ordering him to pro­ 
ceed to Pilar de Concho to form a 
junction with Favela’s force in pur- 
Villa. 
A signal fire on the 
pillar of the Conchos river was to be 
the signal for the junction of the two 
forces. The federals marched to the 
appointed place, the signal fire ap­ 
peared on the linestone pillar and the 
advance guards or flankers. 
They 
were ambushed and almost annihilat­ 
ed. 
Villa had written the letter on cap­ 
tured federal stationary, had copied 
Favela a signature from an old or­ 
der taken from a primmer and had

STOPS PROFITEERING 


San Antonio, 
Tex., 
Oct. 
23.— 
Profiteering among the thousands of 
soldiers at this concentration point 
has been halted by organization of 
the Square Deal Association compos­ 
ed of business men and military of­ 


ficers, which fixes prices for soldiers 
on necessities. 
When San Antonio began filling 
with soldiers two years ago, they 
cry went up that exorbitant prices 
were being asked by restaurants, ho­ 
tels, rooming houses and clothiers. 
To offset these conditions, leading 
merchants called meetings and fin­ 
ally organized the association. The 
price-fixing board is composed of 
representative merchants and army 
officers, and in almost every instance 
so far the prices have been establish­ 
ed in accordance with the wishes of 


the military members of the com­ 
mittee. 
Fixing of prices 
that could 
be 
charged by 
hotels 
and 
rooming 
houses, which were carefully classi­ 
fied, was the first work of the com­ 
mittee. Then restaurant prices were 
regulated and later the prices charg­ 
ed by lesser industries were investi­ 
gated. 
Now it is announced moving pic­ 
ture theaters will reduce their prices, 
the 25 cent tickets to be sold to sol­ 
diers for 15 cents, and the 30 cent 
tickets for 20 cents.

IOT TOO UTE 
I 
TO SOW WHEAT 


While the wheat 
crop 
in 
this 
county is probably twice aa large as 
last year, and perhaps the largest in 
the history of the country, yet there 
is more land that should be put to 
wheat and there ta yet time to sow. 
Cotton stalk land where the cot­ 
ton has been gathered is likely to be 
in ideal condition for wheat. Wheat 
must have a well firmed seed bed to 
bring the best results, and cotton 
land that was plowed up to August; 
is now in prime condition. Take the 
drill and run cross the rows to put 
the wheat in even depths so that 
perfect stand may be secured. This 
cross drilling also, has a tendency to 
level the land so the harvest will be 
easier. The sulks can be left in the 
field till spring and then can either 
be harrowed down or if too large 
they can be cut with a mower. A good 
harrowing in the spring generally 
increases the crop yield from one to 
three bushels. The yield is not like­ 
ly to be as large now as lf the wheat 
had been sown a month ago, but in 
the face of such scarcity of farm la­ 
bor I think that it will cerUinly pay 
to try wheat even this late. Much of 
the land will pay better in wheat, 
anyway, than it would in either corn 
or cotton with such poor chances of 
getting it cultivated. The farmers 
don't yet seem to realize that sev­ 
eral hundred men have been taken 
from this country and most of them 
from the farms, and yet the farm­ 
ers are not making the proper ar­ 
rangements to meet the loss of labor. 
There once were a few loafers around 
the towns that could be secured for 
a few days, but now the loafers are 
gone. 
It is an easy matter to get 
the business men in the towns to 
close their shops for a few days to 
help the farmers through the har­ 
vest. Don’t fail to sow more wheat

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GERMANS GRAFT TOMATO 
ON POTATO PLANT 


(By the Associated Presa 
New "iork, Oct. 23.—A tomato- 
Potao is the latest “wonder" of Ger­ 
man horticulture according to Ger­ 
man newspapers received here. Ac­ 
cording to their accounts, tomatoes 
and potatoes have been raised on one 
plant. On a strong branch of a potato 
Plant was grafted a shoot of a toma­ 
to plant. After a process of harden­ 
ing which required one month the 
grafted plant was set out in the open. 
The two branches then thrived j 
one. 
From sixteen such plants it is stat­ 
ed 42 pounds of tomatoes and 25 
pounds of potatoes were gathered. 
The plants require only a rich loose 
warm soil, much sunshine and ordi­ 
nary care. German papers say the 
achievement is not astonishing as the 
tomato and the potato belong to the 
same plant species, that of solanum.
